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App.1746. 
am perfuaded, be any bar to the conclu- 
fion of a peace. Upon the whole, the 
only bone of contention feems to be, 
whether the Queen of Hungary fhall 
yield up a part of her dominions in Italy 
as a fettlement for Don Philip of Spain, 
and a part of the Netherlands to France, 
by way of fatisfaction for the expence we 
forced her to be at in conquering them ? 
And if the houfe of Bourbon fhould fuc- 
ceed in both, it would not, in my opinion, 
bring the balance of power into the leaft 
canger. Therefore, if we goon ruining 
ourfelyes by {upporting an expenfive war, 
there muft be fome other caufe than that 
of preferving a balance of power in Europe. 

What that caufe may be, I fhall not 
pretend to guefs, Sir. I hope it is not for 
the fake merely of enriching any one of 
the German princes with Britifh gold: 
and I cannot think it is for the fake of 
bringing the Spaniards to reafonable terms 
with refpe&t to the difputes fubfilting be- 
tween them and us; for I believe the Spa- 
nifh court would be glad to give us as 
good terms as we could defire, with re- 
gard to our trade and navigation in Ame- 
rica, if we could procure them a fettle- 
meat for Don Philip in Italy. We be- 
fore contributed to the fettlement of one 
o! their fons in that country, without fi- 
pulating any one advantage for ourfelves, 
or fo much as an explanation of thofe 
treaties that were contelted, and that were 
at lat the caufe of the war now fubfifting 
between the two nations; but I hope, if 
We ever contribute towards the fettlement 
of another of their fons in Italy, we fhall 
take care to gain fome advantage by it 
for ourfelves. 

Our difputes with Spain can therefore, 
I think, Sir, be no caufe for the continu- 
ance of the war; and if France {oud in- 
{Lit upon the settitution of Cape Breton, 
4 conqueft we have made at the infliga- 
tion, and by means of the people of New- 
England, if we duly fecond the eudea- 
vours of that brave people during this en- 
fuing campaign, we may make Fraace 
glad to give that, as well as fome other 
Conqueits, up to us, for the fake of pre- 
ferving what they may then have remaia- 
ing in that part of the world. 

From what I have faid, Sir, it is evi- 
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dent, that neither our fafety, nor our in- 
terelt, can oblige us to run ourfelves over 
head and ears in debt, for the fake of pre« 
ferving the Queen of Hungary in the 
poffefiion of all fhe was formerly poflefled 
of in Italy and the Netherlands; and if 
the French and Spaniards are willing to 
accept of a moderate fettlement for Don 
Philip in Italy, and a moderate fatisfa€ti- 
on in Flanders, I am not at all furprifed at 
the backwardnefs of the Dutch, or any of 
the other neutral powers of Europe. 
Whether this be the cafe or no, we ought 
certainly to determine, before we agree 
to the propofition now before us; and 
this we cannot determine, without feeing 
the refolution of the States-General of the 
t4th or 25th of November lait; for this 
very cafe may be one of the reprefenta- 
tions made by them in that refolution. 
And [ infift upon it, Sir, that as a mem- 
ber of this houfe I may fuppofe it os, 
without being guilty of the leaft difre- 
fpect to his Majelty. To bring his name 
into any of our debates, is a difrefpec, 

and a difrefpe&t which I find his minifters 
are guilty of upon every occafion. But 
wé mult not allow this to interrupt the 
freedom of ourdebates. As members of 
this houfe, we are to fuppofe, that the pa- 

pers now upon our table were laid before 
us by his minifters only ; and I may fu- 
fpeét the judgment, I may fufpeéct the in- 

tegrity of a miniller, without being guilty 

of the leaft difrefpeét to my fovereign. 

Nay, in duty to my fovereign, I om obli- 

ged to pry into their proceedings with a 

jealous eye: I am therefore apt to fufpect, 

that a minifier would fink upon us, if he 

could, a paper which contained any thing 

that might tend to defeat his purpofe ; 

and for this reafon I think we fhould in- 

fit upon feeing this refolution, before we 

proceed to the determisation of the que- 

tion now under our confideration. 

But now, Sir, fuppofe, chat the French 
and Spaniards will not accept of thefe 
terms, or that they abfolutely refufe to 
come to any reafonable accommodation 
with us, and that therefore we muft con- 
tinue to affilt the Queen of Hungary and 
King of Sardinia to the utmoft of our 
power; the other previous qucition I fet 
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our confideration, which is, In what man- 
ner we ought to give our afiiftance ? And 
for determining this gueftion, we ought 
to confider the prefent ftate of the war. 
As to the Auftrian Netherlands, Sir, the 
French are aiready mafters of the greatett 
parcof them, and particularly that part 
which we had any concern to keep them 
out of, I mean the fea-coait of Flanders: 
for as to the inland part, whether they 
conquer it or no, can no farther affect us, 
than as it relates to the balance of power ; 
and if the empire, as well as the Dutch, 
will not join with all their force, and in 
the moft open manner, in defending it, we 
have no bufinefs, nor ought to put our- 
felves to any expence for its defence. In- 
ftead therefore of taking foreign troops in- 
to car pay, in order to defend what re- 
mains of the Auitrian Netherlands, or to 
recover what is loft, we ought to difmifs 
all our foreign mercenaries, give the mo- 
ney they coitus to the Queen of Hunga- 
ry, and advife her to withdraw her troops 
from thence, in order to pufh the war in 
Italy with the more vigour. 

This, Sir, would of courfe draw the 

whole war into Italy; for after the 
French had conquered all the Auftrian 
Netherlands, they could neither attack 
the Dutch nor the empire, without break- 
ing the neutrality, and thereby raifing 
new enemies. Suppofing then the whole 
war drawn into Italy, let us fee how mat- 
ters would then fland. The 50,000 men 
which the Qaeen of Hungary is now to 
have in Flanders, and we are to pay for, 
would then be all fent to Italy ; and if the 
310,000 I. we are to pay for thefe 18,000 
Hanoverians, with their train of artille- 
ry, were given to the Queen of Hungary, 
it would enable her, by the rule of pro- 
portion, to fend 38,750 men more to Ita. 
ly. By this means, there would be an 
addition of 88,750 men to the Auftrian 
and Sardinian armies in Italy, which 
would oblige the French to fend at teait 
= equal number of additional troops thi- 
ther. 

Now, Sir, it has beew always reckoned, 
that every man the French fend to and 
maintain in Italy, cofts them as much as 
three men fent to and maintained in Flan- 
cers; but I fate the proportion oa- 
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ly as one to two; and, according to this 
proportion, an additional army of 83-0 
men fent to Italy, would colt the French 
as much as an army of 177,500 men main: 
tained in the Netherlands, which is a 
great deal more than the army they have 
now there; and befides this additional ex: 
pence, they would be put to another ad. 
ditional expence, by maintaining nume- 
rous garrifons in their new conquelts, 
Thus, by transferring the feat of war en- 
tirely to Italy, we fhould render the war 
much more expeifive to France, and leis 
expenfive to ourfelves; becaule we thould 
fave the expence of the Heflians, and {e- 
veral other articles, which our miniilers 
may look on as trifles, but ought not to be 
looked on as fuch by any member of this 
houfe. 

This alteration in the ftate of the war, 
Sir, would, in the end, be of the utmot 
confequence to its fuccefs. It is faid of 
Lewis XIV. of France, that, when he 
heard of England’s having declared war 
againft him in the year 1702, he faic, 
He bien, la derniere guineé |’ emportera. 
As he then thought himfelf maiter of all 
the Spanifh mines in America, he thoug)t 
himfelf fure, that he would have the lait 
guinea ; and therefore he looked on it as 
certain, that he would, in the end, re- 
main conqueror. But he found himiclf 
out in his computation: for we had then 
fo large an anoual fupply by the general 
balance of our trade, that it exceeded his 
fupply from the Spanifh mines in Ameri- 
ca; fo that at lafl, by the length of our 
purfe and fuccefs of our arms, we reduced 
him to the neceffity of fuing for peace al- 
moft at any rate. el 

In the courfe of a war, Sir, it 1s n0W 
indeed become almoft a certain maxim, 
That if the conduét of the war on bot 
fides be equal, the longeft purfe will “A 
ways at laft prevail. ‘This fhould mske 
us endeavour all we can to throw the wif 
into that fhape, which will be molt ¢~ 
penfive to the enemy, and leait expeniive 
to ourfelves. This we have much mort 
reafon to do now, than we had in the 
year1702; becaufe we have not now neat 
{fo many funds to mortgage, nor any ro 
near fo flourifhing a trade. And to bot 
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App.1746. 
crawback we have now upon our general 
balance of trade, by means of the yearly 
interelt we pay to foreigners, who have 
money in our funds, and live abroad up- 
on the revenue they yearly draw from 
England. ‘This drawback is yearly in- 
creafing : and tho’ we may not at prefent 
be fentible of the difadvantage, while fo- 
reigners are pouring in their money upon 
us, to fettle in our new funds, it may at 
lait prove our ruin; for as we have no 
gold or filver mines, we have no way of 
furnifhing ourfelves with either of thefe 
commodities, but by the general balance 
of our trade; and if the interett we pay 
to foreigners fhould once come to exceed 
that balance, our ruin would become cer- 
tain and inevitable; becaufe it would cer- 
tainly at laft drain us of all our ready 
{pecie, which would occafion a general 
flagnation of trade, and render us abfo- 
lately unable to continue the payment of 
the intereft due to foreigners. 

To make this clear to a demonftration, 
Sir, I fhall fuppofe, that the general ba- 
lance of our trade amounts yearly to 
700,0001.; which, if we had no intereft 
to pay to foreigners, nor any ambaffadors 
or travelling fools to maintain abroad, 
nor any fubfidies to pay to foreign prin- 
ces; L fay, if we had no fuch foreign ex- 
pences to anfwer, this whole fum would 
be added yearly to our national ftock of 
gold and filver. Now, to fee how this 
goes Out again, inflead of remaining with 
us, I muft obferve, that, before the war 
began, it was computed, that foreigners 
Who live abroad had 14,000,000 in our 
publick funds; which, at 3 per cent. draws 
out of the nation yearly 420,000}. part 
of the 700,000]. which comes in yearly 
by the general balance of our trade: and 
fuppofe we pay 100,000 |. yearly for 
ambafladors, travelling Gen- 
tlemen, and in fubfidies to foreign prin- 
ces, wethen have remaining but 1 80,000l. 
cf all chat comes in yearly by the general 
balance of oar trade: and if foreigners 
fhould now pour in but 10,000,000 I. 
more upon us, in order to fettle in our 
new funds, the intereft of that, but at 3 per 
cent. would amount to 300,000]. yearly; 
which is 120,0001. more than our gene- 
tal balance of trade can furnifh ; and con- 
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fequently, as foon as the war is over, that 
fum muit be taken yearly from our nati- 
onal ftock of gold and filver; which ina 
few years would exhauft the whole, and 
leave us without a penny ready money in 
the kingdom. ‘Thus, Sir, however florid 
our complexion may be at prefent, we 
may, before the prefent war is over, be 
thrown into an incurable inward confum- 
ption; and this fhould make us not only 
extremely cautious of launching into any 
unneceflary expence, but alfo it fhould 
make us endeavour, if poflible, to raife 
the neceffary fupplies without creating a- 
ny new funds. 

There are feveral other reafons, Sir, 
for our endeavouring to transfer the feat 
of war to Italy, befides this of rendering 
the war more expenfive to our enemies, 
and lefs expenfive to ourfelves. As we 
are matters of the fea, it would be impof- 
fible for the French and Spaniards to fur- 
nifh with neceflary provifions, fo great an 
army as they mult fend to Italy, for op- 
pofing the Queen of Hungary, fhould fhe 
neglect the war in the Netherlands, and 
pour her whole force into Italy. She has 
row at leat 30,000 men in Italy, and the 
King of Sardinia has at lea{t 20,000, ex- 
Clufive of his garrifons; this makes an ar- 
my of 50,000: and to this fhe may add, 
by neglecting the war in the Netherlands, 
88,750 men, as I have already fhewn 
which all together would conititute an ar- 
my of 138,750 men; fo that, to make 
fure of victory, the French and Spaniards 
muft have in that country an army of at 
leaft 150,000 men: and fuch an army, I 
will fay, it is impoffible for them to pro- 
vide for in that country, confidering that 
they cannot fend any provifions, ammu- 
nition or artillery by fea. 

Another advantage is, Sir, that we 
fhould then be left at liberty to employ 
our own troops in what manner we pleafe: 
and as foon as the rebellion is over, | am 
fure they may be employed much more 
to our own advantage, and much more to 
the prejudice of the enemy, than by fend- 
ing them to the Netherlands ; where they 
will probably have, for next campaign, 
the fame mortification they had the two 
laft, I mean, that of feeing towns taken, 
and thoufands of their friends made pri- 
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foners of war, without its being in their 
power to give any relief. I am far from 
pretending to be fo wife as our prefent 
wife minilters; but if my advice were t» 
be regarded I fhould be for fending a lar ,e 
detachment of that great body of troups 
we have now on foot to America, in or- 
der to fubdue as many of the French fet- 
tlements there as we could ; which would 
be of infinite detriment to France, and of 
great benefit tous: and I fhould be for 
fending another large detachment on 
board our fleet, to cruife during the whole 
fummer upon the coafts of France and 
Spain, and to make defcents, fometimes 
yn one place, and fometimes in another, 
according as opportunity offered ; which 
would put our enemies to fuch an ex- 
pence, and keep them in fuch a continual 
alarm, as would render it impoffible for 
them to purfue the war in Italy with vi- 
gour: and if they fhould be drove out of 
that country, the feat of war would foon 
be transferred to the Southern provinces 
of France ; where one fuccefsful cam- 
paign would make them glad to purchafe 
a peace at the price of all their conquefts 
in the Auftrian Netherlands, and all! their 
claims upon Italy or Savoy, as well as that 
of giving us full fatisfation with regard 
to the difputes fubfilling between Spain 
and us. 

By profecuting the war in this method, 
Sir, we may foon bring it to a happy if- 
fue, without putting ourfelves to a mon- 
ftrous expence, or fending a great deal of 
money out of the kingdom yearly. One 
million yearly to the Queen of Hungary 
and King of Sardinia, would be the whole 
we fhould be obliged to pay to foreigners; 
and if their troops were all clothed with 
Britith manufactures, a great part of this 
fum would return to us yearly. The reft 
of our expence would be all upon our own 
troops and our navy ; very little of which 
would be {pent any where but in fome of 
the Britifh dominions. ‘That this would 
be the cheapeit method of profecuting 
the war, is, I thirk, evident; and the 
fuccefs our allies lave lately met with 
in Italy, feems defigned by providence as 
a direction for us to profecute it in this 
method. If we go on as we have done, 
and feem relolyed to do, by making our 
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chief effort in the Netherlands, the ex- 
pence will exceed any thing that can be 
yet imagined. ‘To form an army there 
equal to what the French now have, and 
may eafily maintain in that country, we 
muft take more foreign troops into our 
pay, we muft fend a large body of our 
own troops thither; and fuppofing we 
fhould be fuccefsful in the field, we, and 
we alone, muit be at the expence of all 
the fieges, in which we may bury many 
millions of money, and many thoufands 
of men, as we and the Datch did in Q. 
Anne’s time, before we can compel France 
to fue for peace. I fay, we and the Dutch, 
Sir ; forthe Dutch were then at the fole 
expence of all the fieges ; which is, I be- 
lieve, what they will not now agree to, 
and which of itlelf would amount toa 
very large fum of money, before we could 
reconquer all thofe places in the Auftrian 
Netherlands the French have already con- 
quered, and as many of thofe ftrong for- 
trefles upon their frontier as would bring 
Paris itfelf into danger ; for till then they 
would never fubmit to fue for peace. 
How this method of reafoning may ap- 
pear to other Gentlemen, efpecially cut 
minifters of ftate, I do not know ; but to 
me, Sir, it appears fo demonftrative, that 
if we chufe to go on in the expenfive me: 
thod we are in, it cannot, I think, proceed 
from reafon, it muft proceed from 4 
ftrange fort of luft for having certain f0- 
reign troopsin Britifh pay. This the Dutch 
muft have obferved, Sir: they muft have 
obferved fome wrong bias in our councils: 
otherwife they could not have had the a 
furance to infift, as they do in their relo- 
lution now upon our table, that the fect 
rity of the Auftrian Netherlands cannot 
be confidered as a more domettick 
for their High Mightineffes than for a 
Britain, or that their being invaded wou: 
be neceffarily followed by the ruin of G. 
Britain. Sir, if France were in fall po! 
feffion of the feven, as well as the fem pi 
vinces of the Netherlands, we could 
fend ourfelves againft her; and might 
very probably, be able to form fuch a com 
federacy againit her, as might 
of all her acquifitions : therefore we ub 
to let their High Mightineffes know, r “ 
if they will not contribute wat we 1%" 
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proper for their own fafety, we fhall give 
ourlelygs no farther trouble about them. 
If we admit of this method of reafoning, 
ether in the Dutch, or in any of the 
princes of Germany ; if we fhew, that it 
has the leaft effe€t upon our councils, we 
fhall be made the Don Quixotes of Eu- 
rope; we fhall be faddled with the whole 
expence of defending them upon every 
occafion. 

From what I have faid, Sir, it muft 
appear, that if we are obliged to continue 
the war, if the French and Spaniards will 
not fubmit to reafonable terms of peace, 
the manner in which we ought to affitt 
the Queen of Hungary, is by our money 
and our navy only. We have no occaii- 
on to affift her, even with our own troops, 
unlefs by way of diverfion, as ] have men- 
tioned; much lefs have we occafion to 
afit her with any foreign mercenaries ; 
for they will always coit us a great deal 
more than the maintaining of an equal 
number of her own troops will coit her. 
But now, Sir, fappofing it wére neceflary 
for us to affift the Queen of Hungary with 
troops, and to take fome foreign troops 
into our pay for that purpofe ; of all the 
foreign troops in Europe, the Hanoveri- 
an are the laft we fhould chufe. I fhall 
hot run out againft the courage or difci- 
pline of the Hanoverian troops, as fome 
Gentlemen have done upon former occa- 
fions: they may, for what I know, be as 
good troops as any other; but their fitu- 
ation makes them the mott unfit of any in 
Germany for the fervice of the Queen of 
Hungary, either in Italy or in her own 
cominions: and, fuppofing we were to 
continue making the Netherlands the 
chief feat of war, we have reafon to ex- 
pect, that if we took none of the troops 
of that eleCtorate into our pay, they would 
fend thither all the troops they could 
{pare, at their own expence; for the dif- 
ference between maintaining them in the 
Netherlands, and at home, is fo very 
{mall, that it cannot be pretended, the e- 
le€torate is not able to bear it, efpecially 
as they have now no court to fupport : 
and if this were not the cafe, it is but 
reafonable, I think, that, for fupporting 
a war which is faid to be fo neceflary for 
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fay, it is but reafonable that the eleCtorate 
fhould run itfelf a little in debt, as well 
as Eng!and. 

Sir, there is nothing we ought to a- 
void more than that of our running our- 
felves too much, or too faft in debt. I 
have already fhewn, that our running 
ourfelves too much in debt to foreigners, 
may at laft bring inevitable ruin upon 
us: but there is another danger; which 
is, our lofs of all credit. By contraéting 
fuch a large debt yearly, and paying fuch 
a large premiuin for it, as we have done 
this year, people may generally begin to 
fufpect, that we fhall never be able to 
pay what we have already contratted ; 
and, in that cafe, no man would lend us a 
fhilling, upon any fund, or at any inter- 
eft or premium. If this fhould happen 
before the end of the war, how could we 
afiit the Queen of Hungary, how defend 
ourfelves? For this reafon, Sir, the dan- 
ger which has been infifted on as the 
chief argument for our agreeing to this 
motion, is the ftrongeit argument again{t 
it. I mean, the danger of being defert- 
ed by the Queen of Hungary and King 
of Sardinia; the danger of their making 
a feparate peace, and leaving us to con- 
tend, ina naval war, with the whole 
houfe of Bourbon. Should this happen 
while our credit is good, I fhould be ve- 
ry eafy about it; becaufe I think we 
could defend ourfelves at fea, againft the 
naval power of the whole houfe of Bour- 
bon. In its prefent condition we cer- 
tainly could ; and it would be our faule, 
if they could increafe it much during the 
war, even fuppofing they had nothing 
elfe to mind but their marine. Bue 
fhould this happen, Sir, after our credit is 
loft, we fhould be in a lamentable condi- 
tion indeed: and if we fhould lofe our 
credit before the war upon the continent is 
atan end, this very cataftrophe muft hap- 
pen ; for fhould we become unable to fup- 
ply the Queen of Hungary or hing of 
Sardinia with money, they would foon be 
obliged to fubmit to fuch terms as the 
houfe of Bourbon might prefcribe. 

Thus, Sir, in every light we can view 
this motior, it appears to me to bea mofk 
imprudent, as well as unreafonable one, 
aa if the French and Spaniards are mor 
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Gerate in their demands, it would, J think, 


be wicked in us to agree to it. Whether 


they are fo or no, may perhaps appear 
from the refolution now called for; and 
therefore I think we ought to fee it be- 
fore we proceed further in this debate.

William Earl of Kilmarnock, George Earl 
of Cromertie, Arthur Lord Balmerino, 
Yu Lordfhips are brought before the 

molt auguft judicature in this king- 
dom, in order toreceive your feveral trials, 
upon different charges of high treafon a- 
gaintt you, returned before this houle. 

As the crimes whereof you ftand accu- 
fed, are of the moft heinous nature, fo the 
accufations againit you are grounded up- 
on no flight foundations. ‘I'bey are no 
Jefs than indictments for levying war and 
raifing a rebellion againft his Majetty, 
found by a grand jury of Gentlemen, of 
great worth andconfideration, in the coun- 
ty of Surrey, upon evidence produced be- 
fore thein. 

But tho’ your charge is thus weighty 
and folemn, it is ftill buta charge, and o- 
pen to all fuch defences as the circumftan- 
ces of your feveral cafes, and the rules of 
law and jultice, will admit. 

The law is the folid bafis and fepport 
of the King’s throne; it is the great bul- 
wark of the property, the liberty, and life 
of every fubjedt; and it is the fecurity of 
the privileges and honours of the peerage. 
By this meaiure, which is uniform, and e- 
qual to every member of the community, 
your actions, which are now called in que- 
ftion, are this day to be examined and 
judged. 

If your Lordfhips are innocent, this 
will be one ground of a reafonable confi- 
dence, in your pretent unhappy circum- 
lances. But to this confideration your 
own thoughts cannot fail to add another ; 
I mean, that the rules of this law are to 
be expounded and difpenfed to you by this 
Nluitrious aflembly, the whole body of the 
Peers of G. Britain, in whofe noble and 
Giicerning minds nothing can have weight 
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but evidence and juftice. Guilt alone can 
take place againft you, and innocence a- 
lone can acquit you. 

Your firlt confideration will be, what 
pleas to put in tothefe indictments. If 
your Lordfhips fhall put yourfelves upon 
your trials, you may ret affured, from the 
motives I have already mentioned, that 
they will be legal, fair, and impartial ; 
and, as you ftand here to an{wer for your 
eftates, your lives, your honours, and your 
polterity, it is incumbent upon you to re- 
colie&t yourfelves, and to call up all thole 
{uccours of reafon, difcretion, and temper, 
which you are mafters of. 

There is a circumftance in your cafe, 
which is new, and makes it unneceffsry 
for me to fay much, by way of admoniti- 
on, concerning your defence. Your Lord- 
fhips are the firft of your rank and quali- 
ty who have been brought to trial upon 
indictments for high treafon, fince the att 
made in the reign of our great deliverer h. 
William JIT. for regulating of trials in ca- 
ra of high treafon, and mifprifion of trea- 

on. 

it has been the peculiar happinefs of 
this nation fince the revolution, that our 
princes have had that confidence in the 
affections of their people, and the interelis 
of both are become fo evidently the Jame, 
that the Regal fanétion has, fince that pe- 
riod, been gracioufly granted to laws, ‘or 
the fecurity of the fubjeét, which were i 
vain wifhed for in former reigns. _ 

However injurioafly that revolution has 
been traduced, whatever attempts have 
been made to fubvert this happy eftabliih- 
ment founded upon it, your Lordfhips will 
now have the benefit of that law in its full 
extent. 

Before I conclude, I am, by command of 
the houfe, to acquaint your Lordihips, and 
all other perfons who fhall have occafioa 
to fpeak to the court during thefe t113.5 
that they are to addrefs themfelves to the 
Lords in general, and not to any Lord 10 
particular.

N the courfe of this folemn proceedings 


inted, that 
you have already been acquain you 
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you ftand convi€ted of the high treafon 
charged upon you by the feveral indict- 
ments on which you have been arraigned. 

By shis conviétion it is now finally de- 
termined, that your Lordfhips are guilty 
of that crime, which not only the laws of 
G. Britain, but of all other countries, for 
the wileft reafons, adjudye to be the high- 
eit. 

As it gives the deepeft eoncern to every 
one of my Lords your Peers, to find per- 
fons of your birth and quality ftained with 
fo foul an offence; fo it mult give them 
fome fatisfaétion, that all of you, in effect, 
have confeffed it; two of your Lordthips, 
by exprefsly pleading Guilty upon your 
arraignment; and the other, by openly 
declaring himfelf fatisfied with the deter- 
mination of this houfe upon the only point 
on which his defence was retted. Chari- 
ty makes one hope, that this is an indi- 
cation of fome difpotition to that repentance 
Which your guilt fo loudly calls for. 

You, my Lord Balmerino, have fince 
moved in arreit of judgment; and their 
Lordfhips were pleafed to aflign the coun- 
cil you defied, to fupport that motion : 
but, upon advifing with your cauncil, you 
have now voluntarily at the bar withdrawn 
it, as being wholly without foundation. 

To attempt to aggravate crimes of fo 
deep a dye, and in themfelves fo incapa- 
ble of aggravation, againft perfons in your 
unhappy circumftances, would be a vain, 
as well as a moft difagreeable tafk. And 
yet the duty of that place in which [ have 
the honour to fit, requires that L fhould 
offer fome things to your confideration, 
to explain more fully the neceflity of that 
Juitice which is this day to be adminifter- 
ed, and to awaken in your minds a due 
fenfe of your own condition. 

If any rebellion can be heightened by 
the circumftances attending it, it is that 
in which your Lordfhips have been enga- 
ged: A rebellion againit a King, celebra- 
ted through the world for his mild and 
Rracious government ; the whole feries of 
Whofe reign has been diftinguifhed by the 
firifleft adherence to the laws, and the 
moft indulgent care of the rights of his 
people; unblemifhed with any fingle in- 


fiance of an attempt or defign ¢o violate 
either,

To overturn the government of fuch a 
King you took arms ; and, in coufequence 
of this, to deltroy the pureit religion, and 
fubvert the beit conttitution, formed and 
ettablifhed upon the julteit baiance of pie- 
rogative in the crown, and liberty in the 
fubject, for the prelervation of the wovle. 

What did your Lorcfhips, who profefs 
the Protettant religion, and claim the be- 
nefits of this conftitution, feel to intioduce 
in the room of thefe invaluable beefling ? 
In religion, Popery, attended wih us 
train of fuperititions, and inhumane prin- 
ciples of perfecution ; in government, de- 
fpotifm and tyranny ; and, to cement and 
fupport this horrid fyitem, an abjured pre- 
tender, deriving his principles of religion 
and civil policy from Rome and France. 

When [ name France, I find my felf ob- 
liged to remind your Lordfhips of one cir- 
cumftance, which it will become you to 
reflect upon in your moft ferious moments. 
The time you chofe to arm againit your 
country, was, whilit it flood engaged ina 
jult and neceilary war againft that crown, 
and Spain; a war, to preferve its owa 
commerce and independency, and its an- 
cient natural allies. ‘Tho’ fome of your 
Lordfhips have thought it proper, at this 
bar, to difclaim that connexion, or any ad- 
vantage from it ; yet with that ambitious 
and incroaching power, you avowed- 
ly joined yourfelves ; by this aid you en- 
deavoured to effect the dreadful change 
you meditated, and to fuch a matter to 
inflave this free nation. 

Nor were the other countries of Europe 
which have united themfelves againit the 
pernicious views of France, lefs effential- 
ly, tho’ more remotely, interefted in the 
event. From G. Britain they derived their 
chief affiltance in this war ; in her center- 
ed their hopes of fupport. But the con- 
trivers of this {cheme laid the ax to the 
root of the tree; and, by endeavouring to 
deliver up this kingdom a province to 
France, ftrove to cut off that refaurce, 
without which the caufe of publick liber- 
ty mult have funk for ever. 

Thus widely {pread were the calami- 
ties which this rebellion was formed to 
introduce. By calling off the arms of G. 
Britain to her neceflary felf defence, fome 
progrefs was made towards ciicctuating 
one 
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one part of the intended mifchief. How 
far it may be retrieved, and in what man- 
ner, is ftill in the womb of time, and in 
the hands of providence. But is it not a- 
ftonifhing, that men who call themfelves 
Britons and Proteftants, fhould become the 
dupes and abettors of foexeerablea defign? 
A defign to erafe the very foundations of 
true religion and freedom, and to turn the 
riches and ftrength of this kingdom, thro’ 
a courfe of ages fo differently employed, 
into inftruments of the common flavery, 

After all this, to mention the plunder- 
ing and devaitation of particular towns and 
counties; the miferies brought upon pri- 
vate perfons and families, or the many 
murders committed, (for the death of e- 
very loyal fubje& killed in this rebellion 
was a murder); to mention thefe things, 
tho” moft important and moving in them- 
felves, after the ether more extenfive con- 
fiderations, would make them appear of 
Jefs weight. 

Some of your Lordhhips, in what you 
have been pleafed to offer for yourfelyes, 
have urged feveral topicks to excite mer- 
cy and compaffion. Thofe, if of any mo- 
ment, are proper only for that place where 
the feat of mercy maft be acknowledged 
to be fixed. But, when arguments of com- 
paflion have been urged in behalf of the 
guilty, let us balance thofe arguments with 
a becoming compaffion for our country, 
for thofe who have fuffered innocently by 
the miferies which this rebellion brought 
wpon it, and for thofe who died glorioufly 
in its cefence. 

Give me leave to urge this a little fur- 
ther. Even the fufferings of thofe who 
fo far forgot their allegiance, as to adhere 
to, or favour this impious caufe, are in ju- 
Slice to be charged only to the account of 
fuch as fomented and fupported it. They 
who take arms againft a lawful eftablifhed 
government, Create the neceffiry of all a@s 
requilite to be done on the fide of that go- 
vernment, in order to repel and fubdue 
them ; or which, in the nature of things, 
become unavoidable in the courfe of fup- 
Pre ing them. 

Upoa fuch a fubje& it is more difficult 
to flop than toenlarge. But, whilit Iam 
endeavouring to raife in your minds a jut 
fenie of the many evils iavolved in your

crimes, permit me to intreat your Lord- 
to deal impartially with yourfelves, 
and to confider ferioufly what could be 
your temptation to commit them. 
Every one of you enjoyed the common 
benefits of that legal and mild government 
which, in violation of the mot folemn 
oaths, you fought to deftroy ; and fome 
of you had received particular advantages 
from it. You, my Lord Kilmarnock, and 
my Lord Cromertie, have thought fit to 
appeal to your former conduét, as a proof 
of your good principles for the fupport of 
the revolution, and of our prefent happy 
eftablifhment. With real grief I lament, 
that you ever deviated from thole fenti- 
ments. If, as your Lordfhips would have 
us believe, they were fincere, and proceed- 
ed from the heart, what could poffibly be 
your inducement to this fudden apottaly ’ 
Your Lordfhips have left that a blank in 
your apologies; and I chufe rather to 
leave it to be filled up by the conftructi- 
ons of others, than to fupply it mylelf. 
Thus much I am warranted to tay: No 
glittering profpect of fucce!s in the begin- 
nings of this rebellion could tempt you. 
On the one hand, thofe beginnings were 
fo weak and unpromifing, as to be caps- 
ble of feducing none but the moft infected 
and willing minds to join in fo deiperate 
anenterprize. On the other hand, it wis 
impoflible even for the party of the reves 
to be fo inconfiderate or vain, as to 1ma- 
gine, that the body of this free peop, 
bleffed in the enjoyment of all their rights 
both civil and religious, under his Maje- 
fty’s proteétion ; fecure in the profpett 
tran{mitting them fafe to their polterty, 
under the Protettant fucceffion in his Roy- 
al houfe, (of which they fee fo many i 
luitrious branches) ; I fay, it was =P é 
ble, that they could imagine the bocy ¢ 
this free people, under thele circumitan- 
ces, would not rife up as one map, 
pofe and cruth fo flagitious, fo deltructiv’, 
and fo unprovoked an attempt. 
Happy is it for ourfeives, happy 
pofterity, that this was verified by the¢ 
vent. The rebels foon faw his ge 
faithful fubjects, confcious both of 
duty and intereft, contending to outdo o 
another in demonftrations of 
aud vigour in his fervice, The mere 
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and trading part of this great metropolis, 
one of the moft ufeful and refpectable 
branches of the community, to their lait- 
ing honour, affociated themfelves, at the 
rif of their private fortunes, to fapport 
the publick credit of their country. Men 
of property, of all ranks and orders, crowd- 
ed in with liberal fubfcriptions, of their 
own motion, beyond the examples of for- 
mer umes, and uncompelled by any law 5 
and yet in the moit legal and warrantable 
manner, notwithitanding what has been 
ignorantly and prefumptuouily fuggelted 
to the contrary. The clergy, witha zeal 
becoming their holy function, regulated 
by Canfiian charity, inftrudted their hear- 
ers by their doétrine, and led them by 
their example, in defence of the crown, 
and of our common liberties; of this re- 
formed church, and confequently of the 
reformation itfelf. 

The rebels foon fawemany of the No- 
bility and Gentry, from the firit 
families, the greateft eftates, and the beit 
blood in the kingdom, furrounding the 
throne, foliciting to be permitted to ha- 
wird their lives in this glorious caufe, and 
to be authorifed, at their own expence, to 
raile forces for the fupport of it. 

But, above all, they faw both houfes of 
Pariiament, the great council of the nati- 
on, the reprefentative body of this people, 
warmed with a truly Britifh fpirit, and 
treading in the fteps of their anceltors, o- 
vercoming all difficulties, and unanimouf- 
ly concurring inevery meafure to ftrength- 
en the King’s hands, and to maintain that 
government, on which the very being of 
parliaments, and the prefervation of this 
limited monarchy, depend. 

It thefe enemies of our peace had form- 
ed to themfelves any falfe hopes of contra- 
Ty appearances, it muil be owing to the 
highett degree of infatuation, that they 
Were not foon convinced of their miftake. 
Great reafon have we to offer up our 
thanks to heaven, that they have been 
effectually difappointed. Even your Lord- 
fhips, if you will allow yourtelves to weigh 
your own cafe in the juft balance of relt- 
_ and confcience, will find caufe to 

thankfal, that the meafure of your 
guilt was not fuffered ta be filled ap and 
enhanced by the final direful fuccels of it.

If, from any unforefeen accidents, not 
uncommon in military operations, thofe 
delufive hopes were for fome time kept a- 
live, it feems to have been judicially de- 
figned by providence to render the more 
fignal that vengeance which was referved 
for them at the battle of Culloden. How 
much was owing, on that memorable day, 
to the bravery and difeipiine of his Maje- 
fty’s troops, to the animating example, 
the intrepid valour, and the wife condu&t 
of a prince defcended from him, is fo deep- 
ly engraven on the heart of every mem- 
ber of this great aflembly, that I could on- 
ly repeat what their own grateful minds 
have already fuggetted to themfelves, and 
reprefented to the throne. 

Then was experienced how much that 
courage which virtue, true loyalty, and 
the love of our country in{pire, ts fuperior 
to the rafhinefs and talfe fire of rebellion, 
accompanied with the terrors of guile. 

I will add no more. It has been his 
Majetty’s juttice to bring your Lorcthips 
to a legal trial; and it has been his wif- 
dom to fhew, that as a {mall part of his 
national forces was foflicient to fubdue the 
rebel-army in the field, fo the ordinary 
courfe of his laws is trong enough to bring 
even their chiefs to jultice. 

What remains for me, is a very painful, 
tho’ a neceflary part. It is, to pronounce 
that fentence which the law has appoint- 
ed for crimes of this magnitude ; — a fen- 
tence full of horror; fuch as the wifgom 
of our anceflors has ordained, as one guard 
about the facred perfon of the King, and 
as a fence about this excellent conftituti- 
on, to bea terror to evil-doers, and a fecu- 
rity to them that do well.

An account of Mr Ratcliffe's execution. 
Harles Ratcliffe, Efq; [ p. 530 ], 
demned for high treaton, was behead- 

ec on lower hill Dec, 8 G.— About eight 
o’clock in the morning, two troops of life- 
guards, and one troop of horfe prenadeer- 
guards marched thro’ the city to Little- 
Tower-hill, where they were joined by a 
battalion of foot guards. The horfe li- 
ned the way from the {caffold to Iron- 


gate, and the foot with {ome of the horfe 
4M incom- 
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incompaffed the fcaffold. About ten, the 
block, covered with black, with a cu(hion, 
and two facks full of faw dult, were 
brought up, and the block fixed. Soon 
after, the coffin was placed on the {caf- 
fold. It was covered with black velvet; 
the infide lead, lined with white fattn ; 
and had eight handles, which with the 
nails were gilt with gold; but there was 
no plate or infcription upon it. A little 
before eleven, the Sheriffs, Mefl. Aldm® 
Winterbottom and Alfop,came to fee if the 
{caffold, was finifhed, (the carpenters, 
&sc. who had very fhort notice, having 
worked all Sunday and the enfuing night), 
and found it to their fatisfaction. ‘The 
Sheriffs and the Under-Sheriffs had met at 
the Mitre tavern in Fenchurch ftreet, and 
from thence proceeded, the Under- Sheriffs 
in a mourning coach, and the Sheriffs in 
their chariots, to the lower end of the Mi- 
nories; where they were met by their 
officers; who marched before them till 
they came over-againit the Victualling- 
ofice. Here they ftopt, and the Under- 
Sheriffs went down to the Eaft gate of the 
tower, which is next to Iron-gate ; where 
getting out of the coach, they went up to 
the gate; and feeing the warders thro’ 
the gate, they demanded admittance to 
the Lieutenant Governor. On this the 
gate being opened, they went in, and de- 
manded Mr Ratcliffe’s body of Gen. Wil- 
liamlon. Upon being furrendered, he 
was put into a landau, and carried out at 
the Eait gate; where the Under-Sheriffs 
went again into their coach, and the pro- 
ceflion was as follows. Firit, the Sheriffs 
oihicers; next, the mourning-coach in 
which were the two Under-Sheriffs with 
aheir wands; then, the landau with the 
prifoner, and the officers of the tower who 
had him io cultody ; the landau guarded 
by a party of foot guards with their bay- 


onets fixed. Thus they proceeded up Lit- 


tie Tower- hill, till they came over-againft 
the Victualling-cilice, where the Sheriffs 
waited to recewe him. Here the pri- 
foner being taken out of the landau, in 
order to be put into a mourming-coach, 
and feeing fome Gendemen he knew, he 
paid his compliments to them in a very 
genteel manner, and {miled. He was car- 
ried, in the mourning-coach, about a hun- 


dred yards further, to a {mall booth buils 
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App.1746, 
on purpofe, and hung with black, joining 
to the ftairs of the fcaffold. Having re- 
poted himfelf here about half an hour, 
which he fpent in his devotions, {peaking 
but very little to any body, he then came 
upon the {caffold, preceeded by the She- 
riffs, the divine, and fome Gentlemen his 
friends. He was drefled in fcarlet, faced 
with black velvet, trimmed with go'd, a 
gold-laced waiftcoat, white filk flockings, 
and a white feather in his hat. Oo the 
{caffold he took leave of his friends with 
great ferenity and calmnefs of mind, and, 
after {peaking a few words, and giving a 
parcel of gold, which he called ten gui- 
neas, to the executioner, knelt down to 
prayers, all the company on the fcaffold 
kneeling with him. When prayers were 
over, which lafted about feven minutes, 
he took off his hat and wig, put on a da- 
matk cap, pulled off his coat and wait: 
coat, aflifled by the tower-warders, put 
his head to the block, and rofe up again. 
He then took his leave in a refpecttul 
manner of the Sheriffs, had the collar of 
his fhirt tucked down, faid a short prayer, 
crofling himfelf feveral times, and laid his 
head down upon the block. In about 
two minutes he fpread his hands, which 
was the fignal, and the executioner ftruck 
off his head at three blows. ‘The firtt 
cut all except a bit of fkin; which was 
cut at two chops more. Four underta- 
ker-men ftood ready with a piece of red 
bays, and received the head ; and the bo- 
dy fell down. He behaved with the 
greatelt fortitude, and coolnefs of temper. 
On fearching his pockets, the executioner 
found half a guinea, a filver crucifix, and 
his beads. Inftead of ten guineas, he had 
got eleven and a half out of Mr Ratclifie’s 
hand. The corpfe, head and body, we 
put into the coffin, taken away In a hearie, 
and kept till the 11th ; when between 1! 
and 12 at night, it wascarried in a hear'e, 
attended by two mourning coaches, to * 
Giles’s in the Fields, and there interre¢, 
according to his defire, near the remains 
of the late Earl of Derwentwater. The 
following infcription was put 
coffin : Carolus Ratcliffe, Comes de Derwer' 
acater, decollatus die 8. Decembris 
SE tatis 53. Requiefcat in pace. 


This unfortunate Gentleman was 
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ther to James Earl of Derwentwater, be- 
headed on Tower-hill Feb. 24. 1715-16, 
both fons of Sir Francis Ratcliffe by Laay 
Mary Tudor, natural daughter of King 
Charles If. by Mrs Mary Davis. Charles 
having been hkewife in the rebellion 
1715, was arraigned at the Exchequer- 
bar, Weltminfter, May 8. 1716, for high 
treafon, found guiliy May 18. and con- 
cemned. But, after being feveral times 
refpited, he made his efcape out of New- 
gate on the 11th of December following, 
and got over to France; where he has 
{pent the greateit part of his time fince, 
tho’ he was fome part of it with the pre- 
tender in Italy. At Paris he married La- 
cy Newburgh, relict of Livingiton Lord 
Newburgh, a Scots Nobleman ; by whom 
he has left a fon, who was taken prifoner 
with him, and was at firft thought to be 
the pretender’s fecond fon ; but returned 
afterwards to France, [ ». 148.] upon pa- 
role. It is faid, that, in 1733 and 1735, 
Mr Ratcliffe was feveral months in Lon- 
con, without being taken any notice of, 
tho" the minifiry knew of it. 

[he carpenters having worked on Sun- 
day in ereéting the fcaffold; &'c. gave oc- 
cation to the following letter, figned 
Curistianus. “ I find, in Numbers, xv. 
32.—36. a man ftoned to death by God's 
Own appointment for gathering fticks on 
the fabbath-day ; and I thought the mo- 
ral law had been of eternal obligation; 
and therefore am fcandalized at this un- 
neceflary working on a Sunday. Pray 
refolve me, if you can, which is the great- 
er fin, to let a condemned rebel live a day 
or two longer, or to break the fabbath ? 
or what could be the meaning of this pra- 
étice, unlefs fome people had a mind to 
convince the world, (which was quite 
needlefs), that they never do any thing, but 
in a hurry, and without deliberation ? ”

the firft at our palace of Kenfingion the 
24th of June 1742, and the fecond by the 
treaty of alliance at Wellminiter, figned 
Nov. 18. 1742: but frefh mifunderitand- 
ings and an open war unhappily break- 
ing out between her faid Imperial Maje- 
fty and his Majetty the King of Prutlia, 
we engaged ourfelves, in order to induce 
his faid Majefty the King of Proffia the 
more readily to come to a pacification 
with her Imperial Majeity, by a ccn- 
vention figned Augull 26. 1745, at Ha- 
mover, and by our pacification of the 
fame, to renew to his Majefty our gua- 
ranty both of the duchy of Silefia and 
county of Glatz: and as after this, in 
confequence of our mediation, peace 
was happily concluded, and the ancient 
friendfhip re-eitablifhed between their faid 
Majefties, by the treaty of Drefden of the 
25th of December laft, in which the re- 
newal of the above mentioned ceflions by 
the Emprefs, and the reciprocal puaran- 
ties therein contained, were underftood to 
be included : 

And bis Proffian Majefty having requi- 
red and moft earneftly befought us now 
to fulfil the engagement aforefaid of the 
Hanover convention, inrenewing the gua- 
ranty which we before granted him of the 
duchy of Silefia and the county of Giatz; 
we have been willing to acquiefce therein, 
to confolidate, as much as lies in our 
power, the pacification fo happily conelu- 
ded, and to give to our faid good brother 
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the King of Pruffia, a new proof of our 
fincere and invariable friendihip : We do 
therefore, by thefe prefents, renew, con- 
firm, and ratify afreth to his faid Proffian 
Majeity, our guaranty of the duchy of Si- 
lefia and the county of Glatz; promifing 
and obliging ourfelves, for us, oar heirs, 
and fucceflors to the crown of Great Bri- 
tain, as well for the prefent as for the time 
to come, to lend our aid and employ efhi- 
¢acioufly all the means in our power, to 
preferve his Majeity the King of Proflia, 
his heirs and fucceflors, in the quiet and 
peaceable pofleftion of Silefia and the 
county of Glatz, and to maintain them 
againit all thofe who would difturb them 
therein in any manner whatloever. We 
will moreover labour inceflantly with 
the Lords the States-General of the Uni- 
ted Provinces, and make to them the 
ftronge tt inflances, to engage them to take 
on themfelves the fame guaranty in fa- 
vour of his Majelly the King of Pruffia, 
and to give and deliver to him a like 
act. In witnefs whereof, we have figned 
this a€t with our Royal hand, ana put 
thereto our great feal of Great Britain.

Macalifter, it was concerted, in the morn- 

ing of April 15. by them, Capt. Robert 

Gray, and Lieut. John Mackay, of Capt. 

George Mackay’s independent company, 

(who had joined Capt. Gray on the 12th, 

with two men), to attack the rebels ; Capt. 

Macalifter’s company in their rear, by 

Golfpy burn, and the other two compa- 

nies, in flank, from a hill North-weti of 

Golfpy. Capt. Macalilter having, on his 

tmaarch, received intelligence, that Cro- 

mertie’s regiment had marched towards 
the ferry, but that himlelf and moft of 
his officers were fill at Dunrobin;_ his 


Enfign, John Mackay, was fent with 26 


men to intercept them. But, before the 
Enfign came up, fome of the private men, 
by firing brifkly, from Golfpy kirk-yard, 
on Lord Cromertie and his officers, had 
drove them back to Dunrobin. ‘This is 
depofed by two of Enf. Mackay’s 26 men. 
On notice of Cromertie’s being attacked, 
his regiment marched back to his reitet, 
and thereupon Enf. Mackay with his {mall 
party retired, Mean time, Capt’ Gray 
and Sutherland were come t6 Culmaly 
hill, and having reconnoitred the rebels, 
computed at between 4 and 500, as they 
were forming, a mile Weit of Golfpy, 
they marched their two companies down 
the hill fo artfully, keeping a {pace of a- 
bout twenty paces between the ranks, that 
tho’ they were not full 200, the rebels 


imagined them to be 1400, and in a pa- 
nick retreated towards the ferry. The 
two companies having purfued, and come 
in upon their flank, they foon routed them, 
killed a confiderable number, and took 
178 private men prifoners. With thefe 
they marched to Danrobin ; whence Capt, 


Sutherland and his company went as a’ 


guard with the private men to the higA- 
lands. Lord Cromertie held out Dunro- 
bin-houfe til] the evening ; and then, de- 
{pairing of relief, Capt’ Macalitler and 
Gray were, at his defire, admitted into the 
houfe, to commune about his furrender- 
ing. While they were communing, Kof, 
Mackay, who had got in with them, 
went down ftairs, and told a few mea 
who were in arms in the clofe, thar Lord 
Cromertie, &c. had furrendered. Upon 
which they delivered up their arms a tew 
minutes fooner than they would otherwile 
have done. He then having opened the 
gates, the militia came in, and difarmed 
Cromertie and his cfficers. Capt. Gray 
immediately fent notice to a fhip of war 
at Cromertie. Next day the Hawk came 
before Dunrobin, and the prifoners were 
all put on board her, and the Hound, 
Capt. Dove, who came the day after. — 
added, that-Enf. Juin Mackay was 
never prefent at any councils held by the 
other officers, nor informed of their refo- 
lations otherwife than by receiving orders ; 
that on this occafion he did nothing but 
in confequence of orders, except fauying 
that Cromertie had furrendered, whee it 
was not true; and that any Serjeant of 
the militia woald have done what he cid, 
if ordered.——Signed, Relert Gray.
